Joran van der Sloot accuses Dudus Christopher Coke turned over

LIMA, Peru — Joran van der 
Sloot has filed a complaint of 
misconduct against Peruvian 
police officials, claiming he 
was wrongfully arrested and 
not given a translator when he 
was questioned for the murder 
of Stephany Flores, according 
to local reports. 

In the complaint, the Dutch 
national, 22, says his June 3 ar¬ 
rest in Chile was executed 
without a proper warrant. He 
also claims he was confused 
during the interrogation be¬ 
cause authorities did not pro¬ 
vide an official translator, El 
Comercio reports. 


RIO LARGO, Brazil — The 
death toll from severe flooding 
in two states in northeastern 
Brazil has grown to 45 and 
more than 150,000 people have 
been left homeless or displaced, 
the government-run news 
agency reported yesterday. 

More than 600 people are 
still missing, the Agencia 
Brasil news service said, citing 
the nation’s civil defense 
agency.

"All this with the intention 
of pressuring me to accuse me 
of homicide," he said, accor¬ 
ding to a document obtained by 
Peruvian news program 24 
Hours. 

Van der Sloot recently re¬ 
tracted his confession, telling a 
Dutch newspaper he was "very 
scared and confused during the 
interrogations." 

During the prison cell inter¬ 
view, he claims he only admit¬ 
ted to killing Flores, a business 
student, because police intimi¬ 
dated him and promised he 
would be transferred back to 
the Netherlands.

Christopher Coke, the accused 
drug lord captured by Ja¬ 
maican police Tuesday, has 
been turned over to U.S. au¬ 
thorities for extradition. Coke, 
also known as Dudus, was ex¬ 
pected due to arrive in New 
York yesterday evening, bar¬ 
ring weather delays. 

Coke, who was wanted by 
the Southern District of New 
York on drug and weapons 
charges, was captured by Ja¬ 
maican police on the outskirts 
of Kingston. His attorney had 
contacted U.S. authorities on 
Monday advising that Coke 
was considering turning him¬ 
self in to the U.S. It was the 
first communication that U.S. 
authorities had had with 
Coke's attorney in several 
weeks.

Tropical wave 
could become 
season’s 1st 
storm 

ORLANDO, Florida — A tro¬ 
pical wave pushing through 
the southern end of Bahamas 
and into Cuba will continue a 
journey to the west over the 
next few days. 

Upper-level winds have not 
been supportive of full devel¬ 
opment of a tropical depres¬ 
sion, though may relax some in 
the coming days. 

Long-range forecast models 
still show it advancing to the 
west and west-northwest to¬ 
ward the Yucatan Peninsula to¬ 
ward the weekend. 

While it may take on tropi¬ 
cal features, the system should 
stay far to the west of Florida, 
though an increase in tropical 
moisture will bring back 
higher rain chances as it moves 
through the weekend and into 
the first part of next week. 

After encountering the Yu¬ 
catan, or at least grazing it, the 
system — be it a tropical wave 
or a tropical storm — enters 
the Gulf of Mexico 


and federal prosecutors had 
worked hand in hand with se¬ 
nior Jamaican military and po¬ 
lice officials in an effort to 
effect Coke's surrender and ex¬ 
tradition. 

More than 70 Jamaicans, 
including both civilians and se¬ 
curity officers, died after Ja¬ 
maican authorities began 
moving in on Coke's barri¬ 
caded West Kingston neigh¬ 
borhood in an attempt to 
capture him late last month. 
The U.S. has wanted to extra¬ 
dite Coke since 2009, but the 
Jamaican government had re¬ 
sisted until May. 

The police and military ef¬ 
fort to capture Coke and curb 
the violence brought thousands 
of uniformed men into 
Kingston's streets. Jamaican 
authorities allege that Coke 
brought in gunmen from other 
parts of Jamaica and other 


Caribbean islands to fight back 
and help prevent his capture. 

The 2009 U.S. indictment 
of Coke charges that he 
shipped firearms back to Ja¬ 
maica from the U.S. The island 
nation has one of the highest 
murder rates in the Western 
Hemisphere. Nearly 1700 peo¬ 
ple were slain in 2009, out of a 
population of about three mil¬ 
lion, and as 2010 approaches 
the halfway mark about 1300 
have already been killed. 

U.S. authorities said they 
believed Coke escaped 
through a ring of hundreds of 
cops and soldiers who had sur¬ 
rounded the West Kingston 
neighborhood of Tivoli Gar¬ 
dens. Jamaican and U.S. au¬ 
thorities reported that Coke 
may have slipped through po¬ 
lice lines and escaped into one 
of two adjoining areas, either 
Denham Town or Jones Town.

Back Then 


There are classic stories that 
have survived the years and 
more than enough witnesses 
who were there or remember 
the repeated telling. Some of 
the favorites are those about 
two of Aruba’s most famous 
and beloved bartenders: the 
late Mr. Byam of The Carib 
(now the Radisson) and Vin¬ 
cent Mardenborough of the 
Sheraton (now the RIU 
Palace). 

Mr. Byam was an ele¬ 
gantly-spoken gentleman orig¬ 
inally from Trinidad with a 
deliciously wicked sense of 
humor. He presided as the head 
bartender over the pool bar 
which became the beach bar 
and in the evenings at the Bali 
Bar where we learned to do the 
Twist with Chubby Checkers 
and Chubby learned the real 
meringue. 

His wife, originally from 
Grenada, was nicknamed The 
Queen of Sheba because of her 
imposing stature. She was a 
wonderful cook. Those lucky 
enough to dine at their home 
were always impressed. One 
could "trade" a favorite dish 
with one of hers. A Dutch pea 
soup maker delivered a potful 
to her and in return came a 
platter full of stuffed turkey, 
for example. 

If a tourist asked Mr. Byam 
what time it was, he'd tell them 
and then add, "But if you're 
going to San Nicolas it's a half 
hour later there." When asked 
by a child one day if it snowed 
during Christmas time, he told 
her that it did but only at the 
bottom of the palm trees so the 
reindeer would know where to 
park. 

One day at the beach bar, 
the famous comedian, Godfrey 
Cambridge, who was born in 
British Guiana, asked him why 
cars with a V license plate 
were being chased by cars with 
an A plate. When no one 
laughed while he continued his 
"routine," he asked Mr. Byam 
why no one was laughing. "We 
respect your privacy, sir." 
Cambridge bristled and said he 
didn't want privacy, he wanted 
laughs. Mr Byam, with a 
smile, said, "Then I will give 
them permission to laugh, sir." 

Vincent, who was born in 
St. Kitts, was a renowned and

glorious limbo dancer whose 
drew crowds wherever he per¬ 
formed. Extravagantly cos¬ 
tumed, his show was amazing. 
As the bar came lower and 
lower it was hard to imagine 
him getting under it. And when 
the bar was set on fire, oh my! 
The finale was when he would 
ask 2 guests to place regular¬ 
sized Coca Cola bottles on the 
ground and place the bar atop 
them holding tightly. Yes, he 
could go under that, too. One 
day a guest, who was totally 
vision impaired, was at the 
pool bar listening to the usual 
chatter directed by the maestro 
and accompanied by laughter. 
She said she had "seen" the 
show last night and how much 
she had enjoyed it. She asked 
if she could touch him to "see" 
what he "looked" like. He said 
of course. She reached out to 
gently touch his face all over 
and then his shoulders, his 
arms and patted his chest. She 
told him that she knew how he 
got under the bar because he 
was flat all over. "Not every¬ 
where, ma'am. There is at least 
one place where I am suffi¬ 
ciently round," he said with his 
always big grin.

Backers of the ordinance, 
such as the Environmental 
Working Group (EWG), a 
Washington, D.C.-based ad¬ 
vocacy organization, and San 
Francisco mayor Gavin New- 
some, have essentially 
framed the right-to-know law 
as a ’’better safe than sorry” 
approach to cell phone safety. 

”We are not suggesting 
people abandon cell phones - 
we certainly wouldn’t - but 
we suggest that people use 
cell phones differently by 
using headsets and that they 
buy low-radiation cell 
phones,” said OlgaNaidenko, 
a senior scientist at EWG. 

Unclear and present 
danger 

Threats to health from cell 
phone radiation have been a 
persistent, though scientifi¬ 
cally dubious, concern for 
years now. The anxiety has 
only grown as the usage of 
mobile devices has exploded, 
especially amongst children. 

The most comprehensive 
assessment to date, the 10- 
year Interphone study pub¬ 
lished last month under the 
auspices of the World Health 
Organization, found contra¬ 
dictory results that even the 
study authors admitted were 
puzzling. 

The multi-country study 
found that while the longest- 
term cell phone users had 
slightly elevated risks of 
brain cancers, lower-use peo¬ 
ple actually had fewer can¬ 
cers, as though cell phones 
had inexplicably protected 
them from harm. New long¬ 
term studies are getting un¬ 
derway in Europe in an 
attempt to provide better, 
clearer answers. 

’’The science is not really 
settled,” said Naidenko. 
’’What we are talking about is 
precautionary action at this 
moment.” 

Safety in numbers 

To this end, the EWG put 
together a ’’Get a Safer 
Phone” chart last year. It 
compiled all the Specific Ab¬ 
sorption Rates (SARs) - the 



amount of radiation absorbed 
by human tissue - on file with 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC), and 
listed phones by their level, 
from lowest to highest. 

Cell phone makers must 
submit SAR levels for their 
products sold in the United 
States to the FCC, which reg¬ 
ulates emissions of electronic 
devices. Phones cannot emit 
radiation in excess of 1.6 
watts per kilogram averaged 
over a volume of one gram of 
tissue. This FCC threshold, 
adopted in 1996, is based on 
animal studies and human oc¬ 
cupational exposure data, 
Naidenko said. 

Not surprisingly, manufac¬ 
turers tend not to include 
SARs on printed material that 
comes with phones, nor are 
SARs openly advertised. 
However, consumers can 
look up SAR levels on the 
FCC’s Web site. 

But to do so, consumers 
need the phone’s FCC identi¬ 
fication number. Because this 
number appears on a phone’s 
case often under a battery 
pack, it is not something that 
non-owners tend to have ac¬ 
cess to, Naidenko said. 

By bringing such public, 
but buried information to 
light in one place on the 
EWG chart, Naidenko said 
that now ’’people don’t have 
to wonder about the radiation 
level of a phone before they 
buy it.” 

Industry response 

The FCC’s 1.6 watt per 
kilogram level for damage to 
tissue is set up as a threshold, 
meaning that any levels 
below it, whether 0.1 or 1.5, 
are supposed to be equiva¬ 
lently safe. 

Accordingly, groups that 
represent cell phone makers 
say that pitting one phone 
against another safety-wise 
based on SAR is a false 
choice. 

’’Rather than inform, the 
ordinance will potentially 


mislead consumers with 
point of sale requirements 
suggesting that some phones 
are ’safer’ than others based 
on radiofrequency emis¬ 
sions,” said John Walls, vice 
president of public affairs for 
the Cellular Telecommunica¬ 
tions and Internet Associa¬ 
tion, in a statement. 

Generally, no manufac¬ 
turer or particular kind of cell 
phone tends to produce more 
radiation than competitors or 
other devices, Naidenko said. 

In other words, an ad¬ 
vanced, features-laden smart¬ 
phone such as the Apple 
iPhone can (and does) emit 
fewer radio waves than a 
basic budget cell phone, like 
a Nokia Surge. (The SAR 
level of the iPhone 3GS is 
0.24 to 1.03 watts per kilo¬ 
gram and the Surge's is 1.31 
watts per kilogram. The 
iPhone 4 SAR is not yet pub¬ 
licly available.) 

Perception matters 

Despite the science still 
being inconclusive, making 
phone SAR data easily acces¬ 
sible might behoove phone 
manufacturers to aim for 
lower figures. 

’’Even if it's just a small set 
of the population that pays at¬ 
tention to these SAR values, 
and I think there will be a 
segment of population that 
does, it will provide the eco¬ 
nomic motivation for indus¬ 
try to make cell phones with 
lower SARs,” said David 
Carpenter, director of the In¬ 
stitute for Health and the En¬ 
vironment at the University 
of Albany. 

The radiation in question 
is emitted by a phone's an¬ 
tenna as it links up to a base 
tower, said EWG's Naidenko. 
She suggested that many 
phone manufacturers could 
lower SARs by engineering 
their devices with so-called 
directional antennas, rather 
than antennas that also emit 
radiation equally in all direc¬ 
tions, including at a user's 
head. 

On the consumer side, 
EWG has encouraged cell 
phone users to text rather 
than talk, and to use Blue¬ 
tooth or speakers to limit 
their radiation exposure. 

It seems that there is no 
end in sight for the cell- 
phones-causing-cancer de¬ 
bate - or legislative action 
associated with it - so con¬ 
sumers can expect to hear a 
lot more about cell phone 
SARs.

Coffee’s Mysterious Benefits Mount 



From lowered cancer risks to 
a sharper memory, more stud¬ 
ies are showing that coffee is 
good for you - but why? 

Regular coffee drinkers 
have a 39 percent decreased 
risk of head and neck cancer, 
according to a new study 
published in the journal Can¬ 
cer Epidemiology, Biomark¬ 
ers & Prevention. Those who 
drank an estimated four or 
more cups a day had signifi¬ 
cantly fewer cancers of the 
mouth and throat than non 
coffee drinkers, the study 
found. 

"Coffee contains more 
than a thousand chemicals, 
some of which have antioxi¬ 
dant and antimutagenic activ¬ 
ities,” Mia Hashibe, assistant 
professor of medicine at the 
University of Utah and the 
study's lead researcher, said. 
"Further research is neces¬ 
sary to identify which ingre¬ 
dients in coffee are 
responsible for the results we 
observed in our study." 

Scientists are still trying to 
determine exactly what it is 
about coffee that gives it its 
disease-fighting properties, 
but recent research is getting 
closer to unlocking the mys¬ 
terious power behind the en¬ 
ergizing brew. 

Your brain on coffee 

Coffee may be good for 
the brain, too. A study earlier 
this year by neuroscientists at 
the University of Lisbon 
showed that drinking coffee 
can help to prevent the neural 
degeneration associated with 
brain disorders and aging. 
The scientists found that 
drinking up to four cups of 
coffee a day over a long pe¬ 
riod of time actually pre¬ 
vented the deterioration of 
memory. 

Other research has shown 
that coffee is good for the 
cardiovascular system. 
Women who drank one to 
three cups of java a day re¬ 
duced their risk of cardiovas¬ 
cular disease by 24 percent, 
according to the Iowa 
Women's Health Study that 
tracked 27,000 women for 15 
years, although it was noted 
that this benefit diminished as 
the quantity of coffee rose 
above three cups. 

And while coffee has been 
given a bad rap for suppos¬ 
edly upping the risk of stroke 
and coronary heart disease, 
scientific studies have re¬ 
vealed the contrary. Drinking 
coffee lowers the risk of 
stroke by 19 percent among 
women, according to a 2009 
Harvard Medical School 


study that tracked the coffee 
habits and stroke occurrences 
among 83,000 American 
women for nearly a quarter 
century. 

The risk of some cancers 
may be cut by drinking cof¬ 
fee. Research presented at the 
2009 American Association 
for Cancer Research Fron¬ 
tiers in Cancer Prevention 
Research Conference showed 
that coffee cut male coffee 
drinkers' risk of aggressive 
prostate cancer by 60 percent, 
based on a 20-year study of 
50,000 men. 

And people who drink 
coffee reduce their risk of de¬ 
veloping liver cancer by 41 
percent, compared to people 
who never drink coffee, ac¬ 
cording to a study in the jour¬ 
nal Hepatology. The 
researchers theorized that 
compounds found in coffee 
may block the action of en¬ 
zymes involved in detoxify¬ 
ing carcinogenic compounds 
that may lead to liver cancer, 
the third largest cause of can¬ 
cer deaths around the world, 
after lung and stomach can¬ 
cer. 

Other recent studies have 
shown that coffee is protec¬ 
tive against certain brain tu¬ 
mors, endometrial cancer and 
advanced prostate cancer, 
Hashibe said. 

While it is true that some 
of the chemicals present in a 
cup of joe may be gastroin¬ 
testinal irritants, coffee is not 
as much of a cause of heart- 
bum and acid reflux as previ¬ 
ously believed. Scientists 


have actually identified a 
chemical in coffee, called N- 
methylpyridinium, which in¬ 
hibits acid production. The 
compound is more common 
in dark roasts like espresso 
and French roast blends, ac¬ 
cording to the Research Plat¬ 
form of Molecular Food 
Science at the University of 
Vienna. 

Chemical coffee concoc¬ 
tion 

But not all of the chemi¬ 
cals found in coffee are good 
for you. It's been blasted for 
containing pesticides and 
dangerous chemicals. 

A typical cup of coffee 
contains about 10 milligrams 
of known carcinogens, such 
as benzene and formalde¬ 
hyde, according to McGill 
University chemistry profes¬ 
sor Joe Schwarcz, writing in 
"The Fly in the Ointment: 70 
F ascinating Commentaries 
on the Science of Everyday 
Life" (Ecw Press, 2004). 
However, other experts argue 
that these trace amounts are 
too small to pose a serious 
cancer risk, and point to stud¬ 
ies showing that coffee re¬ 
duces the risk of several 
cancers. 

In fact, for most adults, 
coffee is the number one 
source of antioxidants, or 
chemicals that prevent cellu¬ 
lar damage, according to a 
study funded by the Ameri¬ 
can Cocoa Research Institute. 

"Americans get more of 
their antioxidants from coffee 
than any other dietary 
source," said Joe Vinson, lead 


author of a study on antioxi¬ 
dants conducted by the Uni¬ 
versity of Scranton, in 
Pennsylvania. "Nothing else 
comes close." 

While antioxidants help to 
reduce cell damage and 
aging, scientists have yet to 
determine if they are the 
compounds responsible for 
coffee's weird -but wonder¬ 
ful- health benefits. 

There are many organic 
and inorganic compounds in 
a regular cup of coffee, in¬ 
cluding chemicals called phe¬ 
nolic compounds, 

melanoidins, and diterpenes. 
Some of these chemicals are 
believed to be beneficial, 
such as chlorogenic acid, 
which is a natural compound 
found in coffee beans and 
other plants that is an antiox¬ 
idant and believed to aid in 
digestion, according to the 
American Journal of Clinical 
Nutrition. 

"Coffee is a very complex 
mixture of various chemi¬ 
cals," Hashibe said. Re¬ 
searchers are still trying to 
track down exactly what it is 
that makes coffee so mysteri¬ 
ously beneficial, but it’s an¬ 
tioxidant components may be 
part of its protective effects 
against cancer. 

Potential downside 

But because coffee con¬ 
tains caffeine, which is a 
stimulant, drinking too much 
of it could lead to headaches, 
jitters and a racing heartbeat. 
Even decaffeinated coffee 
contains at least trace 
amounts of the drug, as the 


decaffeinating process cannot 
remove caffeine completely. 

The safe daily dosage of 
caffeine is 300 milligrams for 
adults and 35 to 40 mil¬ 
ligrams a day for children, 
according to the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health & Human 
Services (HHS). While caf¬ 
feine was once considered 
unsafe for women to con¬ 
sume while pregnant, the 
HHS has determined that 
mothers-to-be who drink less 
than 300 milligrams of caf¬ 
feine a day do not put their 
child in any risk. 

However, the HHS warns 
that women who drink or eat 
more than 300 milligrams of 
caffeine per day may have a 
harder time getting pregnant, 
and a study by the Kaiser 
Permanente Division of Re¬ 
search found that high doses 
of daily caffeine - two or 
more cups of regular coffee 
or five 12-ounce cans of caf- 
feinated soda - during preg¬ 
nancy may increase the risk 
of miscarriage. 

"Each individual metabo¬ 
lizes caffeine and the other 
components of coffee differ¬ 
ently," Hashibe said, so broad 
recommendations for every¬ 
one aren't possible. Coffee 
can increase heart rate, blood 
pressure, and affect sleep, but 
do each of these things differ¬ 
ently in different people.

The Nemours Founda¬ 
tion suggests what parents 
should do when a child stut¬ 
ters: 

* Avoid pushing your 
child to speak perfectly. In¬ 
stead, make conversation 
relaxed, and don't appear 
frustrated or upset. 

* Promote family conver¬ 
sations over meals, and 
turn off the TV to avoid dis¬ 
traction. 

* Don't correct your child 
when he or she speaks, 
which could lead to more 
self-consciousness. 

* Avoid interrupting your 
child, or giving your child in¬ 
structions on speaking. 

* Make sure you are clear 
and deliberate when you 
speak to or around your child. 

* Allow your child to 
speak freely, and don't 
speak for your child.

NEW YORK - The S&P 500 
fell for the fourth straight day 
yesterday as fresh signs of con¬ 
sumer weakness and worries 
about stringent financial regu¬ 
lation provoked investors to 
unload positions. 

The S&P 500 has lost 3.8 
percent in four days, with re¬ 
tailers among the biggest de- 
diners a day after discouraging 
outlooks from Bed Bath & Be¬ 
yond (BBBY.O) and athletic 
apparel maker Nike Inc 
(NKE.N). 

Nike shares were down 4 
percent at $69.95 while Bed 
Bath & Beyond slumped 5.7 
percent to $39.07. The S&P 
Retail index (.RLX) slid 2.8 
percent. 

’’People’s general focus is 
on how fragile the recovery is, 
and recent data points are giv¬ 
ing fodder to the double-dip 
camp,” said Mark Luschini, 
chief investment strategist at 
Janney Montgomery Scott in 
Philadelphia. 

Banks were pressured by 
fears Congress would pass 
stringent rules in an overhaul 
of financial regulations. Law¬ 
makers were on the verge of 
adopting a bill that could re¬ 
strict banks' trading and invest¬ 
ment activities, crimping their 
profits. 

JPMorgan Chase & Co 
(JPM.N) fell 2.2 percent to 
$38.03 while Bank of America 
Corp (BAC.N) was off 2.7 per¬ 
cent at $15.02. The KBW 
Bank index (.BKX) lost 2.2 
percent. 

"We don't know how op¬ 
pressive the rules could be, and 
the market hates that uncer¬ 
tainty.” said Rob Stein, manag¬ 
ing partner at Astor Asset 


Management in Chicago. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average (.DJI) dropped 145.64 
points, or 1.41 percent, to 
10,152.80. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 Index (.SPX) fell 
18.35 points, or 1.68 percent, 
to 1,073.70. The Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite Index (.IXIC) lost 36.81 
points, or 1.63 percent, to 
2,217.42. 

A drop in initial jobless 
claims and a rise in a gauge of 
long-lasting manufactured 
goods failed to offset recent 
weak economic data, and the 
Federal Reserve on Wednes¬ 
day gave a subdued assess¬ 
ment about the economy's 
recovery. 

Chipmakers as measured by 
the Philadelphia semiconduc¬ 
tor index (.SOXX) were off 2.9 
percent. Six semiconductor 
companies, including Micron 
Technology Inc (MU.O) have 
agreed to pay $173 million to 
settle U.S. antitrust lawsuits 
accusing them of conspiring to 
keep computer chip prices ar¬ 
tificially high. Micron shares 
fell 2 percent to $9.62. 

Computer maker Dell Inc 
(DELL.O) fell 6.4 percent to 
$12.93. The company said it 
was focused on improving 
profitability and diversifying, 
but investors expressed doubts 
about the company's turn¬ 
around plan. 

After the bell yesterday, Or¬ 
acle Corp (ORCL.O) rose 2.2 
percent to $22.70 after report¬ 
ing its fourth-quarter results. 

The S&P Energy index 
(.GSPE) fell 2 percent while 
U.S.-listed shares of BP Pic 
(BP.N) dropped 3.1 percent to 
$28.74 and hit a 52-week low 
in intraday trading. 


Venezuela president Chavez seizes 
Helmerich rigs 



NEW YORK CITY - It's easy 
to forget about political 
regimes hostile to oil compa¬ 
nies with the Obama adminis¬ 
tration and the offshore drillers 
at war over U.S. drilling, but 
Venezuela's Hugo Chavez re¬ 
minded the oil companies on 
Wednesday that President 
Obama isn't the only head of 
state gunning for oil rigs. The 
Venezuelan government an¬ 
nounced that it had seized 11 
oil rigs owned by Helmerich & 
Payne. 

Chavez has long made en¬ 
ergy nationalization a core part 
of his policy against Western 
corporations. Helmerich & 
Payne's 11 Venezuelan rigs 
were already idle, as the com¬ 
pany had been in a dispute 
with Venezuela over payment 
of revenues. 

Earlier this year, Helmerich 


& Payne announced today that 
its second fiscal quarter earn¬ 
ings were impacted by a cur¬ 
rency devaluation in Vene¬ 
zuela, equal to $20 million. 

The oil services company 
had said earlier in 2010 that 
$38 million in potential future 
revenue and approximately $4 
million in non-revenue billings 
was due for the Venezuela rigs. 

The question for investors 
and analysts is not calculating 
the lost revenue from the 11 
rigs, as they were already idle, 
but the economic value of the 
rigs. Analysts could question 
why the 11 rigs remained in 
Venezuela, as opposed to being 
moved to another location, 
given the risk of seizure. Pos¬ 
sibly, Helmerich & Payne was 
not allowed to relocate, or be¬ 
lieved that there was a chance 
that at some point they would 


be able to return to work. 

Helmerich & Payne said in 
its last earnings release that it 
"will continue to pursue future 
drilling opportunities in 
Venezuela for these 11 conven¬ 
tional rigs, but it does not ex¬ 
pect to return to work in 
Venezuela until additional 
progress is made on pending 
receivable collections and on 
conversion of local currency to 
U.S. dollars.” 

Helmerich has 210 land rigs 
in the U.S., 39 international 
land rigs and nine offshore 
platform rigs. 

Helmerich & Payne shares 
were down a little more than 
1% in pre-market trading yes¬ 
terday. 

Helmerich & Payne had not 
commented on the Venezuelan 
decision yesterday. 


In bearish technical signs, 
the S&P fell below its 14-day 
moving average and breached 
the 1,083 level, a key retrace¬ 
ment of the slide from its 2010 
high in April to the year's low 
on May 25. 

Some expected stocks to re¬ 
bound after a few days in 
which the market fell on higher 
volume, a sign of institutional 
selling known as distribution 
days. 

"Usually in good markets, 
with a few good distribution 
days you get a strong reversal, 
and we're not seeing it,” said 
Steven Wolf, managing direc¬ 
tor of investments at Source 
Capital Group in Westport, 
Connecticut. "It's almost like 
the market has started to give 
up.” 

Pfizer Inc (PFE.N) fell 2.8 
percent to $14.46 after it sus¬ 
pended clinical trials of its ex¬ 
perimental arthritis drug. 

On the upside, Hasbro Inc 
(HAS.N) gained 4.9 percent to 
$43.14 after a news report that 
the toy company was in nego¬ 
tiations for a possible lever¬ 
aged buyout, a report the 
company denied. 

About 8.65 billion shares 
traded on the New York Stock 
Exchange, the American Stock 
Exchange and Nasdaq, well 
below last year's estimated 
daily average of 9.65 billion. 

Declining stocks outnum¬ 
bered advancing ones on both 
the NYSE and Nasdaq by a 
ratio of more than 3 to 1. 

U.S. pushes 
G20 growth, 
but Europe 
cautious 

WASHINGTON/BERLIN - 
The top White House eco¬ 
nomic advisor said yesterday 
world leaders must keep the 
tentative global recovery on 
track as Europe headed into 
this weekend's G20 summit 
defending plans for heavy 
cost-cutting. 

The United States and some 
European countries have 
stressed different priorities for 
economic policy now that the 
world is emerging from its 
worst slump in decades. 

Top European officials de¬ 
fended austerity plans with 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel insisting Berlin would 
move ahead with its biggest 
program of fiscal cutbacks 
since World War Two. 

European Central Bank 
President Jean-Claude Trichet 
said it was wrong to assume 
budget austerity would lead to 
stagnation.

More than a pinch of salt 
to breathe easier 



NEW YORK CITY - When 
Svetlana Dushin's mother told 
her to take her six-year-old 
daughter who was suffering 
coughing spells to a salt room 
she had no hesitations. 

Dushin's mother is a doctor 
and was familiar with salt room 
therapy, which has been around 
for hundreds of years. It is pop¬ 
ular in Europe but relatively 
new in the United States. 

"She has been a doctor for 
35 years and she saw results in 
kids," said Dushin, who be¬ 
lieves the treatment also 
helped her daughter Alexan¬ 
dra. 

After 14 half-hour sessions 
Dushin, a 35-year-old New 
Jersey mother of two, said her 
borderline asthmatic daughter 
is no longer coughing and ob¬ 
viously improved.

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What is Halotherapy 


"She is better. We believe 
the salt room helped her. We 
were not looking for an instant 
cure and it wasn't that. We 
were looking for something to 
improve her condition." 

Ron Rofe, the founder of 
Halo/Air Salt Rooms, in New 
York said salt therapy, or 
halotherapy, which originated 
in Eastern Europe, can help 
people with respiratory and 
skin ailments. 

"The whole microclimate 
with the right air quality, hu¬ 
midity and salt particles is ef¬ 
fective for cleansing the 
respiratory tract, the skin and 
the body as a whole," he ex¬ 
plained during an interview at 
his salt rooms in Manhattan. 

"Salt is therapeutic. It is a 
preventative treatment," he 
added. 


Halotherapy ["halos" in 
Greek means salt] is drug- 
free and completely natural. 
It occurs in a controlled air 
environment that simulates a 
natural salt cave microcli¬ 
mate. 

Halotherapy stems from 
the even older "Speleother- 
apy" ["speleo" means cave] 
that historically utilized ac¬ 
tual salt mines as the venue 
for the therapy. Salt mines 
and their therapeutic proper¬ 
ties have been noted since 
Hippocrates. 

The first doctor who attri¬ 
buted curative powers to the 
inhalation of saline dust was 
Polish physician F. Boch- 
kowsky in 1843. In recent 
history people hid in the Ger¬ 
man Klutter salt mines during 
WWII bombing raids. Respi¬ 
ratory difficulties among 
those sequestered in the 
mines disappeared. 

Speleotherapy has since be¬ 
come a popular treatment in 
Europe and Russia with 
much research confirming its 
immunological benefits 

Salt mines in many Euro¬ 
pean countries have been 
used for generations. In the 
20th century, many of these 
salt caves have been retrofit¬ 
ted into hospital complexes 
that accommodate hundreds 
of patients. Salt is the cura¬ 
tive element responsible for 
clinical improvements for a 
wide range of respiratory dis¬ 
eases including asthma, 
COPD, bronchiectasis, cystic 
fibrosis, bronchitis and si- 
nusiitis.

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Longest match ever won by 
Isner in over 11 hours 



LONDON - The world’s 
longest tennis match finally 
ended at Wimbledon on 
Thursday when John Isner 
claimed the incredible fifth 
set of a three-day epic against 
Nicolas Mahut 70-68 after 11 
hours and five minutes on 
court. 

The American 23rd seed 
ended the contest with a 
backhand passing shot after 
another hour of play on Court 
18 after the match had re¬ 
sumed at 59-59 in the decid¬ 


ing set after it was stopped by 
bad light on Wednesday. 

“I am a little bit tired,” an 
elated Isner said in an on- 
court interview. 

“When you play a match 
like this with an atmosphere 
like this you don’t feel tired. 
This crowd was fantastic. 

“The guy (Mahut) is an 
absolute warrior. I want to 
share this day with him, it 
was an absolute honour. I 
wish him the best and see 
him somewhere down the 


road and it won’t go 70-68.” 

Isner completed an eye¬ 
watering 6-4 3-6 6-7 7-6 70- 
68 first-round victory with 
every vantage point taken by 
a packed crowd on Court 18. 

Isner fell to the ground in 
disbelief and after the two 
players hugged at the net 
Mahut sunk into his chair and 
covered his head with his 
towel. 

“It was just amazing to 
play today,” Mahut said. 
“The crowd the last three 
days were amazing. You were 
just completely fantastic. 
John deserved the win. He 
just served unbelievably.” 

Isner served 112 aces, 
Mahut 103 as they both 
eclipsed the old world record 
of 78 held by Ivo Karlovic. 
The match had already 
beaten the record for the 
longest set, longest match, 
most games in a match and 
most games in a set. 

The previous longest 
match was the six hours 33 
minutes epic between Fabrice 
Santoro and Arnaud Clement 
at the 2004 French Open. 


Bosh says free-agency is ’scary but... 
exciting’ 


Chris Bosh believes there 
will be a clear order of prior¬ 
ity when the most-awaited 
free agent period in NBA his¬ 
tory opens at 12:01 a.m. on 
July 1. 

LeBron James comes first. 

Everybody else comes 
second. 

Appearing as a co-host on 
ESPN Radio Thursday morn¬ 
ing, the Toronto Raptors' All- 
Star forward and marquee 
piece of this summer's 
sparkling class of NBA free 
agents said when the offsea¬ 
son-movement window 
opens, the entire league, him¬ 
self included, will be waiting 
to see what decision Cleve¬ 
land's two-time MVP makes 
about his future. 

"Am I waiting on LeBron? 
Pretty much," Bosh said. "I 
think everyone has to. I have 
to as well." 

And while he offered no 
hints about his own future, 
Bosh believes what James 



does could affect everything 
else that goes on this summer. 

"He's a great player and I 
would be crazy to think that 
all the teams that are consid¬ 
ering him, they would talk to 
somebody else first," Bosh 
said. "I think everybody is 
going to be going at him first. 

"They'll probably call him 
at 12:01," Bosh added. "Hope¬ 
fully they'll call me at 12:02." 

Bosh, James and Miami's 
Dwyane Wade are the head¬ 
liners of the class that's ex¬ 
pected to opt out of their 


current deals and become 
free agents on July 1. 

The No. 4 pick in the 2003 
draft, Bosh averaged 24.0 
points and 10.8 rebounds for 
the Raptors last season. 
Toronto hopes to keep Bosh, 
but is also preparing for the 
possibility of him joining an¬ 
other club. 

Bosh insisted he could re¬ 
turn to Toronto. 

"Toronto is a great place. 
... They have a lot of good 
things going," Bosh said. 
"And they're definitely a 
team that I'm going to be 
looking at very hard because 
they can do things that other 
teams can't." 

The Raptors can offer a 
six-year deal worth approxi¬ 
mately $127 million. No 
other team could offer Bosh 
more than a five-year pact 
that would likely be worth 
around $97 million. 

Bosh stressed he would 
also be happy alongside an¬ 
other elite player. 

"I would like to contribute 
big to somebody," Bosh said. 
"Toronto made me their focal 
point and they've built around 
me for the last few years and 
just to have that feeling there, 
it was good, because going 
down into the stretch of the 
games I knew the ball was 
going to be in my hands and 
I knew that I was the guy 
who had to make my team¬ 
mates better."

WIMBLEDON, England — 
Queen Elizabeth II made her 
first appearance at Wimble¬ 
don in 33 years Thursday— 
applauding Briton Andy 
Murray as he won his second 
match and shaking hands 
with a giddy Serena 
Williams, who showed off 
her curtsy. 

Wearing a white dress, a 
bright turquoise coat and 
matching hat, the 84-year-old 
queen braved scorching tem¬ 
peratures as she greeted on¬ 
lookers and met former 
champions such as Billie 
Jean King and Martina 
Navratilova before greeting 
the tennis tournament’s top 
seeds. 

Williams, who wore a 
formfitting white top and 
skirt, had talked at length

Chile stands in Spain’s way at World Cup 


PRETORIA, South Africa — 
Chile is standing in the way 
of Spain’s lofty World Cup 
hopes, as the European cham¬ 
pions go into their final 
Group H match on Friday 
needing a victory to secure a 
spot in the round of 16. 

With both Switzerland and 
Honduras still in the mix for 
one of the last two places in 
the next round, Spain knows 
it’s time to live up to pre¬ 
tournament expectations or 
go home early. 

“Tomorrow there’s a lot of 
pressure, that is clear,” Spain 
midfielder Xavi Hernandez 
said Thursday. “We’re going 
to go for them. It could be a 


spectacular game.” 

But whether it’s the World 
Cup favorite tag slapped on 
it, overconfidence, fatigue 
after long club seasons or tac¬ 
tical changes, Spain hasn’t 
quite been able to emulate the 
attractive play that led it to its 
European title two years ago. 

Despite dominating oppo¬ 
nents, Spain has only scored 
twice, both coming from 
David Villa in a 2-0 win over 
Honduras. Switzerland stifled 
the Spanish in a 1-0 win that 
led to questions about coach 
Vicente del Bosque’s tinker¬ 
ing with the team as he 
prefers defensive midfielders 


Sergio Busquets and Xabi 
Alonso over attacking play¬ 
ers Cesc Fabregas and David 
Silva. 

“We never said we were 
favorites to win anything,” 
Del Bosque said. “We know 
we still have a chance so now 
we need to save the situation 
and reach the (next round).” 

Chile, with six points, 
needs only a draw at Loftus 
Versfeld to win the group. 
Spain and Switzerland each 
have three points, while Hon¬ 
duras has zero. 

The winner of the group, 
which could come down to 
goal difference if there is a 


three-way tie on points, is 
also likely to avoid a 
matchup with Group G leader 
Brazil. 

Chile coach Marcelo 
Bielsa said the South Ameri¬ 
cans would not be settling for 
a draw. 

“I think going for a draw 
would be more difficult than 
going for a win,” said Bielsa, 
who led his team to back-to- 
back 1-0 wins. “Everyone 
prefers a game with goals 
over one without, an open 
game over a defensive one.” 

Bielsa’s love of attacking 
football should provide an 
exciting finale to the group

stage and be nothing like the 
two teams’ previous en¬ 
counter in 2008—a 3-0 win 
for Spain. Chile has never 
beaten Spain in the teams’ 
past seven matches, losing 
six. 

“Our intention is to better 
the rival, to be the protago¬ 
nist—that’s what we’re going 
to do tomorrow,” Bielsa said. 
“We’ll try to win the ball and 
attack, and defend. But we’ll 
have to defend a lot.” 

Spain will have Villa in at¬ 
tack after avoiding a FIFA 
ban for slapping an opponent, 
while Fernando Torres should 
also start despite missing 
three scoring chances against 
Honduras. 

“You’ve got to believe that 
he will find his accuracy,” 
Del Bosque said of the Fiver- 
pool striker, who looked rusty 
after starting for the first time 
since knee surgery. 

While Spain frets over 
which superstar will become 
a super sub, Bielsa is without 
suspended midfielders Carlos 
Carmona and Mafias Fernan¬ 
dez. Jorge Valdivia will likely 
fill in for Fernandez, while 
striker Humberto Suazo is 
also available. Del Bosque 
may opt for Alvaro Arbeloa in 
place of Joan Capdevila at 
fullback in what is also ex¬ 
pected to be a physical match. 

Both teams trained at their 
team bases on Thursday with 
the Foftus Versfeld field in a 
delicate state. 

Chile has extra motivation 
from a Chilean flag that was 
pulled from the wreckage left 
behind by the earthquake and 
tsunami that hit the South 
American country in Febru¬ 
ary, killing more than 500 
people and leaving 200,000 
homeless.

Holders Italy were dumped 
out of the World Cup at the 
group stage on Thursday, 
joining the humiliation of fel¬ 
low European power France. 

It marked the first time the 
winner and runner-up from 
the previous World Cup had 
both failed to reach the sec¬ 
ond round and stunned four 
times winners Italy who 
looked shameful and shell¬ 
shocked after their miserable 
tournament. 

Both European giants fin¬ 
ished bottom in their groups. 

Slovakia, appearing for 
the first time as an independ¬ 
ent nation, stunned the aging 
Azzurri 3-2 to reach the sec¬ 
ond round together with 


Paraguay in Group F. 

Japan scored a convincing 
3-1 win against Denmark in 
the highest-scoring day of the 
World Cup so far, with the 
net bulging 12 times. 

Japan, looking the best 
Asian team, joined Nether¬ 
lands as the qualifiers from 
Group E. Cameroon were al¬ 
ready out but got a consola¬ 
tion goal before being beaten 
2-1 by the Dutch. 

The Slovaks danced for joy 
after a thrilling end-to-end 
match while the Italians, many 
too old to play in another 
World Cup, fell to their knees. 

Striker Robert Vittek 
scored in both halves for Slo¬ 
vakia, and Kamil Kopunek

added the third in the 89th 
minute. 

The defeat brought a sad 
end to Marcello Lippi’s time 
as Italy coach and the inter¬ 
national careers of captain 
Fabio Cannavaro and gritty 
midfielder Gennaro Gattuso. 
The performance of 36-year- 
old Cannavaro, their hero in 
2006 but well off the pace 
here, summed up the decline 
of the team.
